In making surveys on several farms in that 
section the compass needle has failed to 
hold true denoting the presence of mag- 
netic ore.

The skull 
was crushed and death was immediate. 
The automobilists stopped at once and the 
driver gave his name as Shetter and his 
residence Harrisburg.

THE WAR

TUESDAY. 


An Italian force has crossed the 


Austrian border and is reported to be 
within twenty-five miles of Trieste. In 
a naval raid Italian warships bom- 
barded the Austrian port of Buso. 
Italy has been admitted to the ranks 
of the Entente nations and has agreed 
Dot to make peace separately. 


German attacks at several points 


between Arras and the sea have been 
repulsed, .Paris reports. Using poi- 
sonous gases, the Germans captured 
several British 
trenches east of 


Ypres, but were repulsed in attacks 
between 
Langemarck 
and 
Ypres, 


north of Ablain and north of Neuville. 


General Mackensen reports to Berlin 


that the Austro-German army captur- 
ed 21,000 Russians south of Przemysl. 
Petrograd asserts officially that the 
Russians are gaining along the entire 
eastern front. 


WEDNESDAY. 


The American-Hawaiian steamship 


Nebraskan, under charter to the 
White Star line, but flying the Ameri- 
can flag, was torpedoed by a Ger- 
man submarine off the Irish coast, 
seventy miles from the spot where 
the Lusitania sank. She was badly 
damaged. 


Rome reports that the move of 300,- 


000 Italian troops upon Trieste con- 
tinues virtually without 
resistance. 


Italy has declared a blockade of all 
Anstro-Hungarlan ports. 


German 
forces, 
using poisonous 


gases, have wrested some trenches 
from the British east of Ypres. As- 
saults by the kaiser's troops north of 
Arras have been repulsed by the 


French. Aviators of the allies dropped 
200 bombs upon the German positions 
near Douai and St. Quentin. 


Petrograd reports Russian gains all 


along the eastern front, with espe- 
cially heavy fighting in the Baltic 
provinces and in western Galicia. Ac- 
cording to Berlin, the Austro-German 
forces have nearly surrounded Prze- 
mysl. 


THURSDAY. 


Zeppelins raided England, dropping 


bombs near the mouth of the Thames, 
forty miles east of London, killing two 
women and Injuring 
several 
other 


persons. Eighteen French aviators, in 
a raid, dropped bombs upon German 
amm-nition plants at Ludwigshafen, 
on the Rhine, starting several fires. 


King Victor Emmanuel has taken 


personal command of his troops. One 
Italian army has entered Austrian ter- 
ritory in the Tyrol region, and Is re- 
ported to be within two miles of the 
strongly entrenched positions held by 
German troops from Bavaria. Austrian 
troops are disputing the advance of 
the army which is moving on Trieste. 


Petrograd reports a renewed Ger- 


man bombardment of Ossowiec, in 
north Poland, and says fighting is this 
region and in west Galicia continues 
furiously. 


FRIDAY. 


Captain Greene, of the American 


steamer Nebraskan, is quoted in news 
dispatches as saying he is positive a 
torpedo from a submarine caused the 
damage to his vessel Tuesday night. 
President Wilson is waiting a report 
from naval attaches of the embassy 
in London. 


German forces have begun a strong 


aggressive movement against the Rus- 
sians extending from Galicia to north 
Poland. Petrograd reports fierce fight- 
ing nar Przemysl, and well denned 
battles west of Warsaw, in central 
Poland, and along the Bohr and Na- 
rew rivers, and-near Shavli, in north 
Poland. German troops are reported 
to be using poisonous gases. 


Italian forces are advancing in the 


Austrian province of Carinthia, and 
are moving to attack Gorz, a town 
twenty miles north of Trieste. 


SATURDAY. 


The United States naval attache's 


report on the attack on the American 
steamship Nebraskan is that the ship 
was torpedoed by a submarine. 


The French war office reports a 


British advance toward La Bassee and 
further French progress in the most 
difficult sector of the Lens-Arras line. 


The Austro-Germans have begun a 


bombardment of the outer fortifica- 
tions of Przemysl and claim to have 
that stronghold almost surrounded. 
Vienna claims progress for the Teu- 
tonic allies all along the eastern front. 


The Italian 
advance has reached 


Gradisca, sixteen miles from Trieste. 
Toward the north the troops have 
reached 
Riva, which is now under 


bombardment. A force of 40,000 has 
been landed at Rhodes and will at- 
tempt a flanking movement in the 
Dardanelles campaign. 


SUNDAY. 


Around the great fortress of Prze- 


mysl, in Galici, the mighty battle is 
still raging. The Austro-Germans are 
making a supreme effort to cut off 
the stronghold and free their/'besieg- 
ing armies for operations 
against 


Italy and the allies in the west. 


Although great human sacrifices 


are being made, their progress lat- 
terly has been extremely slow, as the 
Russians have had time to bring up 
large reinforcements of both men and 
heavy artillery. 


In the western war area the French 


made furthed advances in the, vicinity 
of Ypres and forced the Gertfans back 
in Alsace.

The official German statement de- 


nies the French claim of gains and 
says the allies were repulsed with 
heavy losses near the Yser canal. 


The French and British silenced two 


more forts in the Dardanelles and In- 
flicted heavy losses on the Turks. 


MAJESTIC SUNK 


BY TURKTORPEDO 


British Battleship Destroyed by 


a Submarine, 


ANOTHER SHIP BLOWN UP 


The Princess Irene Destroyed by Ac- 


cidental 
Explosion 
In Harbor 
In 


England—328 Men Di*. 


The torpedoing and sinking of the 


British 
battleship Majestic is an- 


nounced by the admiralty in the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"An enemy submarine 
torpedoed 


and sank H. M. S. Majestic, Captain 
H. F. Ol Talbot. while it was suooort- 


ing the army on the Qallipdli penin- 
sula, nearly all the officers and the 
men were saved." 


The battleship Majestic was a Tes- 


sel of 14,900 tons and of 10,000 horse 
power. Her officers and crew on a 
peace footing aggregated 757. The 
Majestic, which was built in 1895, car- 
ried four 12-inch, twelve 6-inch and 
sixteen 3-inch guns and twelve three- 
pounder guns. la addition the vessel 
was armed with five IS-inch torpedo 
tubes. 


The sinking of the Majestic makes 


the fifth British battleship lost in the 
Dardanelles campaign, and the second 
by a hostile submarine, the Triumph 
having been sent to the bottom in the 
Gulf of Saros last Wednesday. 
The 


French also have lost one battleship 
In the Turkish campaign—the Bouvet. 


All the crew of 250 men of the Brit- 


ish steamer Princess Irene, except one 
man, 
and in addition seventy-eight 


dockers, who were at work on board 
the steamer, lost their lives when the 
vessel was blown up by an explosion 
on board in Sheerness harbor. 
The 


steamer was in the government ser- 
vice, Sheerness being a naval arsenal 
of Great Britain on the Thames. The 
admiralty, in announcing the disaster, 
says : 


"The Princess Irene was acciden- 


tally blown up -in Sheerness harbor. 
So far as is yet known only one sur- 
vivor was picked up. Three men be- 
longing to the ship were not on board 
at the time of the disaster. 


"Several men belonging to vessels 


lying close to the Princess Irene were 
wounded by falling splinters." 


Wilson Asks Food For Mexicans. 
President Wilson, as head of the 


American Red Cross, issued an appeal 
to the American people to contribute 
money and food for the relief of the 
starving Mexicans. 
The appeal fol- 


lows : 


"The \American people with charac- 


teristic generosity and an impartial 
spirit of brotherhood with all nations, 
have contributed liberally for the re- 
lief of the appalling sufferings caused 
by the unprecedented war in Europe. 


"There has now arisen a condition 


of equally great suffering and need 
close to our own borders. Due to sev- 
eral years of internal disturbance, the 
unfortunate people of many parts of 
Mexico have been reduced to the 
verge of starvation, and unless assist- 
ance is rendered them many may die 
for lack of food. 


"The American Red Cross is ready 


to undertake work for th relief of the 
Mexican people. I appeal most earn- 
estly to our people, therefore, to con- 
tribute money and supplies of food 
to mitigate the sufferings and misery 
so close at hand. All contributions in 
money may be sent to the American 
Red Cross, Washington, or to its local 
treasurers. 
Those who are able to 


contribute corn, rice, beans or flour 
are requested to communicate with 
the American Red Cross headquar- 
ters, Washington, for instructions. 


"WOODROW WILSON." 


Becker to Die Week of July 12. 
The court of appeals at Albany, N. 


Y., fixed the week beginning July 12 
for the execution of former police 
lieutenant Charles Becker, convicted 
of the murder of Herman Rosenthal. 


This court had previously affirmed 


Becker's second conviction. 


The death warrant was signed by 


the judges of the court and forwarded 
to 
Warden 
Osborne at Sing Sing 


prison. Governor Whitman continued 
to remain silent on the case. 


Martin T. Manton, chief counsel for 


Becker, is planning to visit the con- 
demned man at Sing Sing to confer 
with him concerning future action. 


When told of the court's decision 


Becker said: "It's awful. I am wor- 
Hed about how it will affect my wife. 
She has been so good to me." Other 
reports from the death cell quoted 
Becker as saying he would not appeal 
from the decision, adding: "It will on- 
ly delay matters. Let them set the 
date; I ara ready." 


Mr. Manton agreed with Becker In 


stating that no attempt will be made 
to obtain executive clemency from 
Governor Whitman. District Attorney 
Perkins 
said that in his 
opinion 


Becker»s only chance of escaping the 
electric chair Is in newly discovered 
evidence or in an appeal to the gov- 
ernor.

The sinking of the Majestic makes 
the fifth British battleship lost in the 
Dardanelles campaign, and the second 
bjr a hostile submarine, the Triumph 
having been sent to the bottom in the 
Gulf of Saros last Wednesday.

All the crow of 250 men of the Brit­ 
ish steamer Princess Irene, except one 
man, and in addition 
seventy-eight 
dockers, who were at work on board 
the steamer, lost their lives when the 
vessel was blown up by an explosion 
on board in Sheerness harbor. 
The 
steamer was in the government ser­ 
vice, Sheerncss being a naval arsenal 
of Great Britain on the Thames. The 
admiralty, in announcing the disaster, 
says: 


“The Princess Irene was acciden­ 
tally blown up in Sheerness harbor. 
So far as is yet known only one sur­ 
vivor was picked up. Three men be­ 
longing to the ship were not on board 
at the time of the disaster. 


“Several men belonging to vessels 
lying close to the Princess Irene were 
wounded by falling splinters.

New Balancing Device of Practi- 


cal Value. 


Ordinary Wheel Control Enables Pilot 


to Correct Any Unusual Tilting 


Caused by Sudden Guns of 


Wind—How It Operates. 


Walter H. Phipps, widely known as 


an aeronautic designer, has obtained 
a patent on a new balancing device, 
applicable to any biplane or aeroplane. 


The device consists of an aileron, or 


hinged section of the main plane, at j 
each wing tip. The hinge or joint IB ! 
parallel with the line of flight. The ; 
aileron is set at a rising angle to the , 
wing .surface, and in that position, the 
inventor states, it will correct any or- 
dinary departure from the normal hori- 
zontal position cf the aeroplane caused 
by varying air pressure, thus giving 
inherent stability up to a certain point 


To correct any unusual tilting caused 


by strong gusts an ordinary wheel con- 
trol with connecting wires enables the 
pilot to shift the ailerons. In this op- 
eration the aileron on the low side is 
thrown flat, extending the length and 
sustaining surface of the depressed 
wing. Simultaneously the aileron on 
the rising wing is thrown upward, 
shortening the wing, giving it less sus- 
taining power ana thus correcting its 
rising tendency. 
The aileron thus 


raised also acts as a nearly vertical 
stabilizing fin for the time being, pre- 
venting any tendency to a side slip. 


It is admitted that an increase of 


resistance to flight amounting to about 
5 per cent results from the use of the 
ailerons at ordinary speed. For fast

machines this percentage would be re- 
duced by reducing the angle at which 
they are set, less correction being nee 
essarv to balance the wings in such 
a craft. On the other hand, it is 
urged that the ailerons solve the prob- 
lem of stability in ordinary conditions 
with much greater efficiency than is 
possible by means of such devices, as 
breaking the main plane at the center 
so that the entire surfaces of the 
winga are set at a dihedral angle with 
tips rising.

arrows with the English longbow per 
day;| another, twenty shots per day; 
and the third, forty shots. The re- 
sults showed conclusively that the 
group shooting only five times a day 
improved hi accuracy with less ex- 
penditure of time in practice than was 
required by either of the other groups, 
for the same amount of improvement. 
A report on the experiments, says: 
"The relatively greater efficiency of 
short periods of practice continuing 
for many days is in accordance witb 
the results of the study of animals 
and of speech habits in man, and in- 
dicates that in training to muscular 
feats, in both animals and men, the 
length of practice periods required is 
usually too great for maximum ef- 
ficiency."—Scientific American.

WITH SCOOP TO STEADY AIRSHIPS 


“INTERVIEW” WITH THE HERO 


Philadelphians Have Discarded 
Hook and Line. 


New Balancing Device of Practi­ 
cal Value. 


Of Course There Will Be Some Who 
Will Not Readily Believe This 
Story, but There Always Are 


Skaptics. 


Ordinary Wheel Control Enables Pilot 
to Correct Any Unusual Tilting 
Caused by Sudden Gusts of 
Wind—How It Operates« 


Happening When Man From the Front 
Explains Things to His 
Fair Charmer. 


When you go fishing you take a 
pole and reel and.wind up your line 
when you get a bite. 
You probably 
have a hook on the end of your line 
with bait on it, and occasionally get 
a llsh. 
Well, you’re wasting time. 
If 
you doubt it, join the Fish Liars' club. 


Members of the club wero out today 
on the Delaware pulling up fish by the 
hundreds. 
For the first time they 
used the automatic magnetic scoop. 
This device is Just what the name im 


plies. It attracts and then captures. 
Furthermore, it enables the fishermen 
to catch hundreds of small fish alive, 
and this marks the beginning of a new 
era for the club. After sorting out 
ail the large fish for feasting purposes 
the small fish will be sold as aquarium 
pets. Many Delaware sunfish have a 
decidedly blonde tinge and could read­ 
ily pass for goldfish. 


Members of the club believe if they 
are kept in fresh; clean water they will 
never tarnish. 


But as to the magnetic scoop. 
It 
was designed at a meeting of the club 
in the back room of Harvey C. Mc­ 
Carthy’s cigar store up In Kensington, 
and was patented by Bill Harrison, the 
well-known angler. 


The scoop is made of steel and is 
sunk in the water on two long chains. 
The chains are attached to a universal 
crane, which is carried on a boat One 
of the chains operates the lid of the 
scoop, while the other drags the scoop 
along. 
The interior of the scoop is 
coated with beef juice and sulphur, 
and as it plunges through the water 
appetizing odors are emitted. This at­ 
tracts the fish. 
They peep in the 
scoop to see what it is all about and 
tho lid immediately goes do\vn. 


You may ask: 
“How does the fish­ 
erman know when the scoop has fish 
in it.” They can tell by the weight 
on the boat and when they find the 
pulling is getting harder. 


In a short trip from Shackamaxon 
street wharf to Riverton the club 
caught 97J pounds of perch, weak fish 
and catties 
The new device will also 
be used on Sunday, and the fellows 
with the poles and lines along the 
wharves better bring some newspapers 
to read, for most of the fish will fol­ 
low the scoop.—Philadelphia Record. 


Walter H. Phipps, widely known as 
an aeronautic designer, has obtained 
a patent on a new balancing device, 
applicable to any biplane or aeroplane« 
The device consists of an aileron, or 
hinged section of the main piano, at 
each wing tip. The hinge or Joint is 
parallel with the line of flight. The 
aileron is set at a rising angle to the 
wing surface, and in that position, the 
inventor states, it will correct any or­ 
dinary departure from the normal hori­ 
zontal position of the aeroplane caused 
by varying air pressure, thus giving 
inherent stability up to a certain point 
To correct any unusual tilting caused 
by strong gusts an ordinary wheel con 
trol with connecting wires enables the 
pilot to shift the ailerons. 
In this op­ 
eration the aileron on the low side is 
thrown flat, extending the length and 
sustaining surface of the depressed 
wing. 
Simultaneously the aileron on 
the rising wing is thrown upward, 
shortening the wing, giving it less sus­ 
taining power ana thus correcting its 
rising tendency. 
The aileron thus 
raised also acts as a nearly vertical 
stabilizing fin for the time being, pre­ 
venting any tendency to a side slip. 


It Is admitted that an increase of 
resistance to flight amounting to about 
5 per cent results from the use of the 
ailerons at ordinary speed. For fast

machines this percentage would be re­ 
duced by reducing the angle at which 
they are set, less correction being nec­ 
essary to balance the wings in such 
a craft. 
On the other hand, it is 
urged that the ailerons solve the prob 
iom of stability in ordinary conditions 
with much greater efficiency than is 
possible by means of such devices aa 
breaking the main plane at the center 
so that the entire surfaces of the 
wings are set at a dihedral angle with 
tips rising.

Psychology of Practice. 


Tho question of short versus long 
periods of practice in training the hu 
man muscles for any particular kind 
of work is obviously one having far 
reaching application, 
Sonte interest­ 
ing experiments on this subject have 
been carried out by Dr, K. S. Lashloy 
of Johns Hopkins university. Acquisi­ 
tion of skill in archery was selected 
as the subject of observation. Twenty 
Untrained persons were divided into 
three groups. 
One group shot five 
arrows with the English longbow pef 
day;j another, twenty shots per day; 
and the third, forty shots. 
The re­ 
sults showed conclusively that tho 
group shooting only ftvo times a day 
improved in accuracy with less ex­ 
penditure of time in practice than waa 
required by either of the other groups 
for tho same amount of improvement, 
A report on the experiments, says: 
“The relatively greater efficiency of 
short periods of practice continuing 
for many days is in accordance with 
the results of the study of animals 
and of speech habits in man, and in­ 
dicates that in training to muscular 
feats, In both animals and *nen, the 
length of practice periods required is 
usually too great for maximum ef­ 
ficiency.”—Scientific American.

The main chain of the Alps crosses 
this region from east to west, and 
around it on all sides is a wild chaos 
of rock masses. 


Tyrol, though small, has more sorts 


of climate within its borders than any 
other part of Europe. There arc parts 
of the crown land where the winters 
are those of northeast Siberia and the 
summers are those of Franz Joseph 
land. 
There are other parts, more 


southern, where an Andalusian lan- 
guor is hardly freshened by recur- 
ring winter. 


Tyrol is primarily a pasture land. 


There is a little farming within the 
sheltered valleys, and some lumber- 
ing, but, for the most part, the popu- 
lation depends for support upon its 
flocks and herds. 


Moreover, there is a goat's milk 


cheese prepared by the fasants of 
Tyrol that equals iu its mellow, fra- 
grant beauty any product made of 
milk, whether from Brie, Neufchatel 
or Roquefort. 


The population of the crown land 


numbers about 900,000, of whorii more 
than half are German-speaking. There 
is a large Italian-sneaking population 
in the valleys of the south.

For Acid-Proofing Concrete Pipe. 
Patent rights have recently been 


awarded in Germany on a process for 
rendering concrete pipes acid-proof. 
The method consists of coating the in- 
terior of the /ubing with asphalt, a 
thing which has previously been at- 
tempted but not with satisfactory re- 
sults for the reason that the material 
could not be made to adhere perma- 
nently. In the new process a certain 
quantity of asphalt is mixed with the 
.concrete before the pipe is molded. 
When the cast has been'made and the 
tube dried, the interior is sand-blasted 
so that the particles of asphalt imbed- 
ded in the concrete are laid bare. 
"When hot .asphalt is subsequently 
coated over the inner wall of the pipe 
tt immediately combines with the as- 
phalt particles in the concrete, which 
Berve to securely anchor it in place. 
There has been much demand for tub- 
ing of this kind in industries in which 
large quantities of materials contain- 
ing acids must be conveyed through 
pipe lines.—Popular Mechanics.

At the sessions of the annual national

Must Declare The Value. 


June 2nd is the date set for putting in 


effect the provisions of the new Cummins 
act amending the interstate commerce law 
obliging travelers to declare the value on 
all parcels of baggage checked on railroad 
tickets. The traveling public, especially 
fussy ladies and hustling men, are also 
likely to be annoyed when they find it 
necessary to set a close estimate on their 
baggage value under penalty of a jail sen- 
tence for mis-statement. Any one who 
signs a declaration dishonestly, a railway 
official who has made a close study of the 
new law said, will be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. For instance, if a trunk is sent 
as baggage and declared to be worth $100 
and the trunk goes astray but turns up 
later and it is found that a $500 diamond 
ring is in the trunk the owner is liable to 
go to jail. It is equally an offense to 
overestimate the value of baggage. The 
railroads now carry trunks and other bag- 
gage not exceeding 150 pounds in weight 
free with tickets of transportation and as- 
sume liability in cases of loss or damage 
up to $100. They declare they cannot* as- 
sume unlimited liability as permitted un- 
der the Cummins act, but will accept the 
alternative of assuming the $100 liability 
on each piece of baggage checked and in- 
suring the passenger for all over that 
amount on a basis of 10 cents per $100, 
the rate laid down by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


The Western Maryland railway has filed 


with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
a differential passenger rate to Chicago at 
S16. The old rate has been SIS and it is 
believed that this action will precipitate a 
rate war as it effects the B. & O. and the 
Pennsylvania systems. The action of the 
Western Maryland is understood to be a 
move to offset the action of the B. & O. 
in cutting the running time of its trains 
between Chicago and Baltimore. 


An epidemic of typhoid fever has brok- 


en out at the State Sanatorium at Sabill- 
asville, near Blue Ridge Summit. Thir- 
teen cases have been reported at the insti- 
tution. Dr. Rohrer, chief of the Bureau 
of Communicable Diseases of the Mary- 
land State Board of Health, is at Sabillas- 
ville directing the handling of the epidem- 


Mrs. Minnie Simons, widow of a Norris- 


town newspaper man, killed by a Reading 
railway train at Souderton, in October last, 
has been awarded a verdict of $4,000. The 
tragedy occurred while Simons and a num- 
ber of Washington party candidates were 
campaigning in an automobile.

Instructions are being sent out to all 


men employed by the State Highway De- 
partment to destroy all signs along public 
roads in this county as well as other sec- 
tions of Pennsylvania. Under a law, which 
seems almost to have been forgotten, signs 
of all description may not legally be erect- 
ed 'or maintained along any road in the 
State, whether State highway, county or 
township road. Employes are being told 
to tear down all signs that may be fasten- 
ed to trees, posts, boulders or fences along 
roads. Thousands of signs are painted on 
fences and the instructions are to paint 
over these. Under the law such advertise- 
ments are illegal unless the fences or posts 
are back of the party line.

Tangled Jumble—Has Every Sort 
uf Climate Found in the 
Rest of Europe. 


Austrian Tyrol, which is today \z> 
the public eye because of the strained 
relations between Italy and Austria 
Is one of Europe’s healthiest prov 
luces. 
In the northern parts the ai? 
drifts pure and cool from the haunts 
of the glacier and pungent with ill 
and pine; and in the south it is soft 
with Mediterranean sunshine and fra 
grant with orange and l/?mon. 


Though Tyrol is a land all-desorv- 
ing of the artist* the sportsman, the 
vacationist, and the mentally or phys­ 
ically ailing; though it is a country 
whore nature has 
been 
overlavish 
with beauty, and where there are 
more than 350 registered health re­ 
sorts, it. nevertheless, has been com* 
paratively neglected, more especially 
by Americans. 


Austrian Tyrol forms a consider 
able part of the forbidding and diffi­ 
cult boundary that runs between Italy 
and Austria. 
It is a barrier more ef­ 
fective than the Vosges barrier be­ 
tween Germany and France, or than 
the Carpathian barrier between Hun­ 
gary and Galicia.

While there are fewer 
lakes in Tyrol than in Switzerland, 
and while the highest Tyrolese sum­ 
mit, 12,790 feet above the sea level, 
falls far behind the monarehs of the 
Swiss Alps, yet the Austrian crown- 
land yields nothing in charm by com­ 
parison with its neighbor. 


AmoYtg the rock-strewn gullies of 
Tyrol Dante found the materials for 
his picture of the entrance to Hell. 
The main chain of the Alps crosses 
this region from east to west, and 
around it on all sides is a wild chaos 
of rock masses. 


Tyrol, though small, has more sorts 
of climate within its borders than any 
other part of Europe There are parts 
of the crown land where the winters 
are those of northeast Siberia and the 
summers are those of Franz Joseph 
land. 
There are other parts, more 
southern, where an Andalusian lan­ 
guor is hardly freshened by recur­ 
ring winter. 


Tyrol is primarily a pasture land. 
There is a little farming within the 
sheltered valleys, and some lumber­ 
ing. but, for the most part, the popu­ 
lation depends for support upon Its 
flocks and herds 
Moreover, there is a goat’s milk 
cheese prepared by the peasants of 
Tyrol that equals in its mellow, fra­ 
grant beauty any product made of 
milk, whether from Brie, NeufchateJ 
or Roquefort.

For Acid-Proofing Concrete Pipe. 
Patent rights have recently been 
awarded in Germany on a process for 
rendering concrete pipes acid-proof. 
The method consists of coating the In­ 
terior of the ¿ubing with asphalt, a 
thing which has previously been at­ 
tempted but not with satisfactory re­ 
sults for the reason that the material 
could not be made to adhere perma­ 
nently. In the new process a certain 
quantity of asphalt is mixed with the 
concrete before tho pipq is molded. 
When the cast has been* made and the 
tube dried, tho interior is sand-blasted 
so that the particles of asphalt imbed­ 
ded in the concrete are laid bare. 
When hot .asphalt is subsequently 
coated over the inner 
all of the pipe 
It immediately combines with the as­ 
phalt particles in the concrete, which 
serve to securely anchor it in place. 
There has been much demand for tub­ 
ing of this kind in industries in which 
large quantities of materials contain­ 
ing acids must be conveyed through 
pipe lines.—Popular Mechanics,

At the sessions of the annual national 
conference of the Church of the Brethren, 
which convened in Hershey, Dauphin 
county, on Wednesday, many questions 
affecting members of the sect in York, 
Lancaster, Adams and other nearby coun­ 
ties will come before the body for discus­ 
sion and action.

In their 
aversion to what they term ‘‘the things of 
the world/' some of the members of the 
denomination have regarded unfavorably 
the use of tobacco by those of their num­ 
ber and now the members of the Blue Riv­ 
er church, of Northern Indiana, havo gone 


k o far as to prohibit members of the 
Church of the Brethren from raising to­ 
bacco. 


Despondent from some unknown cause, 
Levi Wanner, aged about 52 years, com­ 
mitted suicide by hanging himself in the 
wagon shed of XV. H. Shaull, for whom he 
was working, at Brogueville, York county. 
Wanner was helping Shaull to work corn 
on Thursday afternoon. About 2 o'clock 
he Jeft the field and proceeded to the wag- 
on shed. Mr. Shaull noticed his prolong­ 
ed absence and made a search for him. 
Upon arriving at the wagon sfyed lie found 
Wanner dead, hanging from a large rope 
used in drawing wagon beds to the loft. 
He is survived by his wife and five chil­ 
dren. 


During a recent heavy thunder storm 
lightning struck an electric light pole in 
front of the MeSherry home, in Littles- 
town, and followed the wire into the bath 
room where it melted a hole into one of 
the water pipes, making an impromptu 
«Lower bath. Ko other damage w as done. 


Must Declare The Value. 


June 2nd is the date set for putting in 
ofTcet the provisions of the new Cummins 
act amending the interstate commerce law 
obliging travelers to declare the value on 
all parcels of baggage checked on railroad 
tickcts. The traveling public, especially 
fussy ladies and hustling men, are also 
likely to be annoyed when they find it 
necessary to set a close estimate on their 
baggage value under penalty of a jail sen­ 
tence for mis-statement. Any one who 
signs a declaration dishonestly, a railway 
official who has made a close study of the 
new law said, will be guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. For instance, if a trunk is sent 
as baggage and declared to be worth $100 
and the trunk goes astray but turns up 
later and it is found that a $500 diamond 
ring is in the trunk the owner is liable to 
go to jail. 
It is equally an offense to 
overestimate the value of baggage. The 
railroads now carry trunks and other bag­ 
gage not exceeding 150 pounds in weight 
frco with tickcts of transportation and as­ 
sume liability in cases of loss or damage 
up to $100. They declare they cannotf as­ 
sume unlimited liability as permitted un­ 
der the Cummins act, but will accept the 
alternative of assuming the $100 liability 
on each pieco of baggage checked and in­ 
suring the passenger for all over that 
amount on a basis of 10 cents per $100, 
the rate laid down by the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission. 


The Western Maryland railway has filed 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
a differential passenger rate to Chicago at 
$1G. The old rate has been $18 and it is 
believed that this action will precipitate a 
rate war as it effects the B. 
O. and the 
Pennsylvania systems. The action of the 
Western Maryland is understood to be a 
move to offset the action of the B. & O. 
in cutting the running time of its trains 
between Chicago and Baltimore. 
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An epidemic of typhoid fever has brok­ 
en out at the State Sanatorium at Sabill- 
asville, near Blue Ridge Summit. Thir­ 
teen cases have been reported at the insti­ 
tution. 
Dr. Rohrer, chief of the Bureau 
of Communicable Diseases of the Mary­ 
land State Board of Health, is at Sabillas* 
ville directing the handling of the epidem­ 
ic 


Mrs. Minnie Simons, widow of a Norris­ 
town newspaper man, killed by a Reading 
railway train at Souderton, in October last, 
has been awarded a verdict of $4,000. The 
tragedy occurred while Simons and a num­ 
ber of Washington party candidates were 
campaigning in an automobile.

Instructions are being sent out to all 
men employed by the State Highway De­ 
partment to destroy all signs along public 
roads in this county as well as other sec­ 
tions of Pennsylvania. Under a law, which 
seems almost to have been forgotten, signs 
of all description may not legally be erect­ 
ed or maintained along any road in the 
State, whether State highway, county or 
township road. Employes are being told 
to tear down all signs that may be fasten­ 
ed to trees, posts, boulders or fences along 
roads. Thousands of signs are painted on 
fences and the instructions are to paint 
over these. Under the law such advertise­ 
ments are illegal unless the fences or posts 
are back of the party line. 


Mrs. Peter M. Bringman, aged about 55 
years, committed suicide on Friday by in­ 
haling illuminating gas in the bath room 
of the family residence, in York. 
Her 
dead body was found by her husband when 
lie returned home shortly after 12 o'clock 
for his noonday meal! She left no word as 
to her reason for committing the deed. 
Mrs. Bringman seemed to be in the best 
of spirits when her husband left for his 
work in the morning. 


No word has been received of John A. 
Nickey, of York, who has been missing 
from his home since last Thursday after­ 
noon. Members of the family, it is said, 
have become alarmed and fear for his safe­ 
ty. 
Mr. Nickey had for some time been 
undergoing treatment for tuberculosis and 
it is thought that the disease preyed upon 
his mind to such an extent that it has been 
unbalanced. 


The automobile added two more to its 
list of victims Monday night, when Mrs. 
O. M. Warner and her son, of North Gir­ 
ard, were killed when the big machine in 
which they were riding turned over while 
going down a hill near Erie. Mrs David 
Yeaglcand Mrs. Jess Kuhl, others occu­ 
pants of the machine, were fatally injured. 
The dead were pinned under the heavy 
car.

w ater instead of another meal to over- 
load its little stomach. 


Oranges are a cheap fruit, which is 


another advantage, as they may be 
used in the poorest homes. Orange fill 
ing for a chocolate layer cake is a 
combination which is not well enough 
known. It is especially tasty. 


Orange Snow.—Peel and take off all 


the fiber and white pulp. Separate in- 
to sections and mix two cupfuls of 
freshly grated cocoanut with six or- 
anges, one cupful of pulverized sugar 
an8 two tablespoonfuls of lemon juice. 
Garnish with strips of candied orange 
peel and serve in sherbet cups. Or- 
ange marmalade makes a nice sundae, 
using a tablespoonful.of marmalade on 
top of a sherbet glass of vanilla ice 
cream

Orange Sherbet.—Use a pint of or- 


ange juice, a quarter of a cupful of 
lemon juice, sugar to sweeten and add 
a pint of cream Freeze and serve in 
sherbet glasses garnished with can- 
died peel or with orange marmalade. 
Another way of making this sherbet 
is to use two lemons, two oranges, two 
cupfuls of sugar and two cupfuls of 
cream. Freeze and serve with a jgar- 
nish of candied orange and lemon 
peel 


When serving oranges to invalids, 


all of the tough fiber should be re- 
moved, sprinkle with sugar and serve 
in a pretty glass dish.

Boston.—Four portrait heads of an* 


cleat Egyptian princes,, discovered in 
excavation of the royal cemetery at 
Giza, will be sent to the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts, according: to word 
from Dr. George A. Keisner, in charge 
of explorations for the museum in 
Egypt 


They are part of a group of eight un- 


earthed in a pit previously examined 
by a European archaeologist and sup- 
posed to have been exhausted. Four 
will be placed in the museum at Cairo. 
Dr. Reisner writes: 


"The importance of these portraits

"The men and women whose faces 


they show us had spoken with Cheops 
and Chephren and had seen the first 
and second pyramids in building." 


Dr. Reisner thinks that some of these 


portraits support the theory that Egyp- 
tian rulers of the fourth dynasty, 2900- 
2750 B. C., had negro blood. 


One of the heads of a princess he de- 


scribes as "of a distinctly negroid 
type." 


'HUCKLEBERRY FINN AT 90. 


Original of Mask Twain's Hera Telh 


How It Came About. 


Portland, Ore.—B. F. Finn, the orig- 


inal Huckleberry Finn of Mark Twain's 
books, has just celebrated his ninetieth 
birthday at his ranch on the McKenzie 
river near here and is hale and hearty. 


He has a vivid recollection of Mark 


Twain, with whom he worked on a 
Mississippi steamboat, but says Twain 
really didn't get much from himself 
of what he wrote about Huckleberry 
Finn except the name. 


"We called Clemens Charley in those 


days," said Finn. "He and I both 
worked on the steamer Shotwell, run- 
ning out of St Louis. I was nick- 
named Huckleberry, and 
Clemens 


seemed to take a fancy to the name. 
Tom Sawyer was my chum, but I was 
well grown before Clemens knew me."

COLORADO CONVICTS 


BUILD GOOD ROADS 


Both State and Prisoners Bene- 


fit Dy New System. 


Colorado Springs. Colo.—The Colora- 


do Springs and Canyon City highway 
and the Pikes peak ocean to ocean 
road in Ute pass are two of the best 
mountain roads in the United States 
and two of the best examples of the re- 
sults of convict labor. 


The first named is a fine example of 


scientific road building. For twenty 
miles south of Colorado Springs the 
road winds around the foothills and 
mountains, practically the entire road- 
bed having been cut out of the hillside 
and in many places blasted out of solid 
rock. For the remaining twenty-five 
miles the way is over foothills and 
through undulating country. 
Besides 


being a marvel in engineering, the roart 
is one of the most scenic and pictur- 
esque in the west, passing, as it does, 
through Bed Rock canyon. Dead Man's 
canyon and many other mountain beau- 
ty spots. 


The road averages eighteen feet in 


width and is perfectly crowned and 
drained. Although it offers a succes- 
sion of climbs, so skillfully was the en- 
gineering work done that heavy grades 
have been eliminated, and the motorist 
is confronted with only- one grade as 
high as G per cent 


Under the Colorado' system each con- 


vict is allowed ten days off his sen- 
tjence for each month of labor on the- 
roads. This is in addition to the usual 
reduction for good behavior. The cost 
of building many of the mountain 
roads would be almost prohibitive if 
the state were compelled to construct 
them under ordinary conditions. 


The entire country has reaped the 


benefits of Colorado's pioneering be- 
cause it has been able to open to trav- 
elers from all sections of the country 
some of its most splendid mountain 
scenery. 


Thomas J. Tynan, warden of the 


state penitentiary, under whose super- 
vision the work of the last three years 
has been done, says: 


"Basing our figures on actual expe- 


rience, we are confident that we can 
construct hi the next ten years more 
than 5,000 miles of the very finest road- 
ways for less than $500,000, and this 
without adding anything whatever to 
the burden of the taxpayers. 


"The man who is allowed to leave 


the prison for the road camp has prac- 
tically seen the last of prison life if he 
conducts himself properly. Hfe food 
and clothing are better; his self re- 
spect is preserved. During the last 
three years we have had more than 
1,000 unguarded individual prisoners hi 
the convict camps. Less than 1 per 
cent have violated their pledges and 
made successful escape."

that of any other industry. There is 
as much water in a farmer's note 
drawing eight or ten per cent interest 
wheo other lines of industry secure 
monty for four or five per cent per 
annum, as there is in a business pay- 
ing a reasonable compensation upon 
the face value of securities repre- 
senting an investment of only fifty 
cents on the dollar. The only dif- 
ference is, the water is in the interest 
rate in one instance and in the secur- 
ities in the other. 
The promoter ofttimes takes chances 


and bis success is contingent upon 
the development of the property in- 
volved but the usurer, as a rule, takea 
no chances and his success cripples 
the property involved, There may be 
industries that cry louder but none 
that suffer more severely from finan 
cial immorality in both law and cus 
torn than that of agriculture. 


The farmers of America today are 


paying $200,000,000 per annum in 
usury on real estate and chattel 
loans, and this interest capitalized 
at five per cent, represents $4,000,000, 
000 of fictitious values which the farm- 
er is paying interest on. This sum of 
money is almost equal to the annual 
value of crops produced in the United 
States. 
The earning power of the farmers 


note based upon his interest rate very 
nearly divides likes the earth's sur- 
face—three-fourths water and one- 
fourth land.-- The largest body of wa- 
ter that floats upon the financial hem- 
isphere now rests upon the farms 
and its waves are dashing and its 
billows are rolling against seven mil- 
lion homes threatening ruin and dis- 
aster to the prosperity of the nation. 
Will our public servants who under- 
stand how to drain the liquid off in- 
dustrial properties turn the faueefc and 
Jet the water off the farms?

without a permanent agriculture. 


Agriculture is recognized as the

RURAL SCHOOL TERM 
SHOULD BE EXTENDED 


By P. P. Claxton, 


TJ. S. Commissioner of Education. 


In most States school days for 


country children are fewer than for 
city children. The average length of 
school term in cities of the United 
States is one hundred and eighty- 
five days; in rural communities one 
hundred and thirty-eight days, a dif- 
ference of forty-seven days. In some 
States the difference is much greater 
than this average. In many counties 
the average length of the rural 
school term is less than one hun- 
dred days, and in some districts it is 
less. On the other hand, in the 
States of California, New York and 
Connecticut, the country schools are 
In session one hundred and eighty 
days in a year, and in several other 
States almost as long. The country 
schools of Rhode Island are in ses- 
sion one hundred and ninety days in 
a year. 


If all children are to have an equal 


opportunity for education we must 
even up the school terms of the 
country and give to all country chil- 
dren at least as many days as are 
now given to 
city 
children. 
One 


hundred and 
eighty-five days of 


schooling a year for all children will 
not be too much. There are coun- 
tries in which the schools, Both for 
city and country, are in session from 
two hundred and twenty to two hun- 
dred and fifty days or more in the 
year. 
American children need 
as 


much education as those of any oth- 
er country, and this applies to the 
rural as well as urban districts.

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AN AGRICULTURAL COUNCIL

Every city has its chamber of com- 


merce or its Board of Trade. 
The 


purpose of such an organization is 
to study economic and business op- 
portunities of the city and promote 
enterprises ^which will help to build 
the city. Does any one know of a 
good and sufficient reason why ev- 
ery rural neighborhood ought not 
have a similar organization? 


In Germany they already have such 


organizations 
They are 
generally 


called the "landwirthschaftsrath" or 
agricultural council. Some students 
of the problem of rural organization 
are strongly of the opinion that such 
an agricultural Qouncil is necessary 
before much can be done for the bet- 
tering of rural credit or the market- 
ing of farm produce. There is no 
object, for example, in having more 
capital in a farming neighborhood 
unless the farmers know without any 
guess-work just how to use that capi- 
tal so as to increase the production 
and the profit o! their farms. If all 
the leading farmers of a neighbor- 
hood would lay their heads together 
and talk over the situation and study 
the opportunities for new investment, 
they would be less likely to make 
mistakes than if they work secretly, 
as separate individuals.

COLORADO GONYICTS 


BUILD GOOD ROADS 


Both State and Prisoners Bene 


fit by New System. 


Colorado Springs. Colo.—The Colora­ 
do Springs and Canyon City highway 
and the Pikes peak ocean to ocean 
road in Ute pass are two of the best 
mountain roads in the United States 
and two of the best examples of the re­ 
sults of convict labor. 


The first named is a fine example of 
scientific road building. 
For twenty 
miles south of Colorado Springs the 
road winds around the foothills and 
mountains, practically the entire road­ 
bed having been cut out of the hillside 
and in many places blasted out of solid 
rock. 
For the remaining twenty-five 
miles the way is over foothills and 
through undulating country. 
Besides 
being a marvel in engineering, the roari 
is one of the most scenic and pictur­ 
esque in the west, passing, as it does, 
through Red Rock canyon, Dead Man’s 
canyon and many other mountain beau­ 
ty spots. 


The road averages eighteen feet in 
width and is perfectly crowned and 
drained. 
Although it offers a sucee& 
Bion of climbs, so skillfully was the en­ 
gineering work done that heavy grades 
have been eliminated, and the motorist 
is confronted with only one grade as 
high as 0 per cent 


Under the Colorado system each con­ 
vict is allowed ten days off his sen­ 
tence for each month of labor on the 
roads. This is in addition to the usual 
reduction for good behavior. The cost 
of building many of the mountain 
roads would be almost prohibitive if 
the state were compelled to construct 
them under ordinary conditions. 


The entire country has reaped the 
benefits of Colorado’s pioneering be­ 
cause it has been able to open to trav­ 
elers from all sections of the country 
Bome of its most splendid mountain 
scenery. 


Thomas J. Tynan, warden of the 
state penitentiary, under whose super­ 
vision the work of the last three years 
has been done, says: 


“Basing our figures on actual expe­ 
rience, we are confident that we can 
construct in the next ten years more 
than 5,000 miles of the very finest road­ 
ways for less than $500,000, and this 
without adding anything whatever to 
the burden of the taxpayers. 


“The man who is allowed to leave 
the prison for the road camp has prac­ 
tically seen the last of prison life if he 
conducts himself properly, life» food 
and clothing are better; his self re­ 
spect is preserved. 
During the last 
three years we have had more than 
1,000 unguarded individual prisoners in 
the convict camps. Less than 1 per 
cent have violated their pledges and 
made successful escape.”

The inordinate thirst for political 
power and unrestrained passion for 
mastery has caused more distress in 
this nation than the greed for gold, 
and it ought to be regulated by law. 
No business combination ever pursued 
their competitors as relentlessly or 
visited more heartless cruelty upon 
their customers than a political party 
that seeks to make junk of an in­ 
dustry, or cripple a business for party 
success, through tariff measures, po­ 
litical supervision and ofttimes de­ 
structive legislation. 
Many political 
platforms are as alluring to the voter 
as the story of the rainbow with its 
pot of gold and their consummation 
about as far-fetched. Self-gain is the 
first law in politics. There are many 
men in office today who, if they 
could not shake plums off the tree of 
American liberty or cut a melon taken 
from Uncle Sam’s commissary, would 
have less^desire to serve the public. 


The country is surfeiting with patri­ 
ots, who will bare their breast to bul­ 
lets in defense of their country, but 
there are few men in public life who 
will bare their breast to voters or run 
the gauntlet of party disfavor in de­ 
fense of agriculture or industry. No 
representative of the people, who will 
permit personal prejudice to dethrone 
justice, party success to disfranchise 
reason or tho rancor of a political 
campaign to influence judgment can 
render capable service. 


The preservation of our prosperity 
depends upon wisdom, courage and 
honesty in government, and tho Amer­ 
ican voter should seek these attri­ 
butes as implicitly as the Wise Men 
followed the Star of Bethlehem and 
.they will often be found to rest over 
the stable; the plow or the staff of 
the Shepherd. The surest cure for 
tainted politics and machine rule Is 
fresh air and sunshine and these im­ 
portant elements are most abundant 
upon the farm, and when farmers, 
bankers and merchants are elected to 
membership in legislative bodies, much 
of the trouble In government ;svill dis­ 
appear.

water in its financial transaction than 
that of any other industry. There is 
as much water in a farmer’s note 
drawing eight or ten per cent interest 
when other lines of industry secure 
money for four or five per cent per 
annum, as there is in a business pay^ 
ing a reasonable compensation upon 
the face value of securities repre­ 
senting an investment of only fifty 
cents on the dollar. 
The only dif­ 
ference is, tho water is in the interest 
rate in one instance and in tho secur­ 
ities in the other. 


The promoter ofttimes takes chances 
and hiß success is contingent upon 
the development of the property in­ 
volved but tho usurer, as a rule, takes 
no chances and his success cripples 
the property involved, There may bo 
Industries that cry louder but none 
that suffer more severely from flnan 
clal immorality in both law and cus' 
tom than that of agriculture. 


The farmers of America today are 
paying $200,000,000 
per annum 
in 
usury on 
real estato and chattel 
loans, and this interest capitalized 
at five per cent, represents $4,000,000,- 
000 of fictitious values which the farm­ 
er Is paying interest on. This sum of 
money is almost equal to the annual 
value of crops produced In the United 
States. 


The earning power of the farmer’s 
not© based upon his Interest rate very 
nearly divides likes tho earth's sur- 
face—three-fourths water r.nd 
one- 
fourth land.s The largest body of wa­ 
ter that floats upon the financial hem­ 
isphere now rests upon the farms 
and its waves are dashing and its 
billows are rolling against seven mil­ 
lion home* threatening ruin and dis­ 
aster to the prosperity of the nation. 
Will our public servant* who under­ 
stand how to dram the liquid Pff in' 
dustrial properties turn the faucet bp4 
let the water off the farms?

In most States school days for 
country children are fewer than for 
city children. The average length of 
school term in cities of the United 
States is one hundred and eighty- 
five days; in rural communities one 
hundred and thirty-eight days, a dif­ 
ference of forty-seven days. In some 
States the difference is much greater 
than this average. In many counties 
the 
average 
length 
of 
the 
rural 
school term is less than one hun­ 
dred days, and in some districts it is 
less. On the other hand, in the 
States of California, New York and 
Connecticut, the country schools are 
In session one hundred and eighty 
days in a year, and in several other 
States almost as long. 
The country 
schools of Rhode Island are in ses­ 
sion on© hundred and ninety days In 
a year. 


If all children are to have an equal 
opportunity for education we must 
even up the school terms 
of 
the 
country and give to all country chil­ 
dren at least as many days as are 
now given to 
city 
children. 
One 
hundred 
and 
eighty-five 
days 
of 
schooling a year for all children will 
not be too much. 
There are coun­ 
tries in which the schools, tfoth for 
city and country, are in session from 
two hundred and twenty to two hun­ 
dred and fifty days or more in the 
year. 
American children need 
as 
much education as those of any oth­ 
er country, and this applies to the 
rural as well as urban districts.

AGRICULTURAL 
COUNCIL

Every city has its chamber of com­ 
merce or its Board of Trade. 
The 
purpose of such an organization is 
to study economic and business op­ 
portunities of the city and promote 
enterprises #which will help to build 
the city. 
Does any one know of a 
good and sufficient reason why ev­ 
ery rural neighborhood ought not 
have a similar organization? 


In Germany they already have such 
organizations. 
They 
are 
generally 
called the "landwirthschaftsrath" or 
agricultural council. 
Some students 
of the problem of rural organization 
are strongly of the opinion that such 
an agricultural council is necessary 
before much can be done for the bet­ 
tering of rural credit or the market­ 
ing of farm produce. There is no 
object, for example, in having more 
capital in a farming neighborhood 
unless the farmers know without any 
guess-work Just how to use that capi­ 
tal so as to increase the production 
and the profit of their farms. 
If all 
tho leading farmers of a neighbor­ 
hood would lay their heads together 
and talk over the situation and study 
the opportunities for new investment, 
they would be less likely to make 
mistakes than if they work secretly, 
as separate individuals.

American Physician Mad* Briga- 
dier General of Russian Army. 


Declares She Was Armed and Carried 


Canadian Troop* and Munitions of 
War, 
Thus 
Violating 
American 


Laws. 
The official text of tlie German reply 


to the United States on the loss of 
the American lives on the Lusitaaia 
and attacks upon American ships is 
in the White House. 


President Wilson and his advisers 


have refused to comment upon tha 
note. 


Officials generally have read the 


note with profound 
disappointment, 


for, they pointed out. it endeavored to 
obscure and evade the main issues— 
the questions of humanity involved — 
and sought to interpose a technical 
argument on matters of law hitherto 
undisputed under the universally ac- 
cepted laws of nations. 


Most important of all, it was noted, 


that no atention was given to the re- 
quest of the United States for assur- 
ance that American lives would ha 
safeguarded in the future. 


According toj reports of an official 


Investigation by government officials 
befire 
the 
Lusitania was granted 


clearance from New York, the ship 
carried no guns, mounted or unmout- 
ed. 
Moreover, there 
has been an 


agreement for several months between 
the United States and Great Britain 
.that no British merchant ships leav- 
ing American ports shall carry any 
guns. 


The argument in the German note 


that the Lusitania carried Canadian 
troops and ammunition is regarded 
by officials as irrelevant, for they de- 
clare it is well known that no Cana- 
dian troops could pass as an organized 
body over American soil, and the sail- 
ing of a few unarmed individuals does 
not constitute an armed 
expedition 


under international law. Neither, it ia 
contended, has traffic in arms and am- 
munition been regarded as warrant- 
ing the destruction of any unarmed 
merchantman without previous visit 
end search. 


The reply is as follows: * 
"The imperial government has sub- 
jected the statements of the United 
States to careful examination and has 
a lively wish to contribute in a frank 
and friendly manner to clear up any 
misunderstanding which may have en- 
tered into the relations between the 
two governments through the events 
mentioned by the American note. 
"With regard to the Gushing and 
Gulflight incidents, the American em 
bassy already has been informed that 
It ts far from the German government 
to have any intention of ordering at- 
tacks by submarines or flyers on neu- 
tral ships in the war zone not guilty 
of any hostile act. On the contrap, 
most explicit instructions repeatedly 
have been given the German armed 
forces to avoid attacking such vessels. 
{ Regrets Attack on Neutral Ships. 


"If neutral ships have come to griel 
through German 
submarine warfare 
during the past few months by mis 
take, it is a question of isolated and 
exceptional cases which are traceable 
to the misuse of flags by the British, 
in 
connection with carelessness or 
suspicious actions on the part of the 
ships. In all cases where a neutral 
•vessel, through no fault of its own, 
has come to grief through German 
submarines or flyers, according to th« 
facts as ascertained by the German 
government, this government has ex- 
pressed its regret at the unfortunate 
occurrence and has promised indem- 
nication where the facts justified it 
Germany will treat the cases ot the 
'American steamers Cusnlng and Gulf- 
light according to the same pnnci 
pies. An investigation is in progress 
and the results will be communicated 
to the embassy shortly. 
"In the case of the sinking of the 
English ship Falaba, the commander 
of the German submarine had the in 
tention of allowing the passengers 
and crew ample opportunity to save 
themselves. It was not until the cap 
tain disregarded the order to lay to 
and took to flight, sending up rockets 
for help, that the commander orderec 
,the v crew 
and passengers by signa 
'from a megaphone to leave within ten 
minutes. As a matter of fact, he al- 
lowed them twenty-three minutes and 
did not fire a torpedo until suspicious 
vessels were hurrying to aid the Fal 


"If necessary the investigation can 
toe supplemented by a call on the in 
ternatlonal commission of inquiry, as 
provided for in article 3 of The Hague 
agreement of Oct. 18, 1907. 
'"With regard to the loss of life 
when the British passenger steamer 
Xdisitania was sunk, the German gov 
ernment already has expressed deep 
regret to neutrals concerned that na 
tionals of those countries lost thei 
lives. The imperial government is un 
able to reject the impression that cer 
tain important facts most directly con 
nected with the sinking of the Lus1 
tania may have escaped the attention 
of the American government. It there 
lore considers it necessary in the in 
terests of the clear and full under 
standing aimed at by both govern- 
ments primarily to convince 
itself 
that the reports of the facts which 
are before the two governments are 
complete and in agreement. 
"The government of 
the United 
States proceeds from the assumption 
that the Lusitania is to be considered 
as an ordinary 
unarmed 
merchant 
vessel. The imperial government begs 
In this connection to point out that 
the Lusitania was one of the largest 
and fastest English commercial steam- 
ens, 
constructed 
with 
government 
funds as an auxiliary cruiser, and is 
expressly included in the navy list 
published by the British admiralty. 


Says Lutitania Was Armed. 


"It ia moreover known to the im- 
perial government, from reliable in- 
formation 
furnished b.V its officials 
and neutral passengers, that for some 
time practically all the more valuable 
merchant vessels have been

especially practiced In manning guns. 
According to reports here, the Lusi- 
tania, when she lett New York, had 
guns aboard, which were mounted un- 
der neck and masked. 
"The imperial government further- 
more has the honor to direct the par- 
ticular attention of the American gov- 
ernment to the fact that the British 
admiralty, by secret instructions in 
February of this year, advised the 
British merchantmen not only to seek 
protection 
behind neutral flags and 
markings, but even when so disguised 
:o attack German submarines by ram- 
ming. 
"High rewards, were offered by the 
British government as a special in- 
centive lor the destruction of subma- 
rines by merchant vessels, and such 
rewards already have been paid. In 
view of these facts, which are satis- 
factorily known to the imperial gov- 
ernment, it is unable to consider Brit- 
ish vessels any longer 'undefended 
territory' in the zone of war and time 
of war designated by the admiralty i 
and staff of the imperial German navy. 
German commanders consequently are 
no longer in the position to observe 
the rules of right ot capture other- 
wise usual and with which they in- 
variably complied before this. Lastly 
the 
imperial government must spe- 
cially point out that on her last trip 
the Lusitania, as on earlier occasions, 
iiad Canadian troops and munitions of 
war aboard, including no less than 
5400 cases of ammunition destined for 
the destruction of brave German sol- 
diers who are fulfilling with self-sacri- 
fice and devotion their duty to the 
fatherland. 
Used U. S. Citizens to Protect Ship. 


"The German government believes 


It acts in just self-defense when its 
soldiers destroy ammunition destined 
for the enemy with the means of war 
at its command. English 
steamship 
companies must have been aware of 
the dangers to which passengers on 
board the Lusitania were exposed un- 
der the circumstances. In taking them 
aboard in spite of this, the company 
quite 
deliberately tried to use the 
flves of American citizens as protec- 
tion for the ammunition carried, and 
violated the clear provisions of Amer- 
ican laws which expressly prohibit 
and provide punishment for carrying 
passengers on ships which have ex- 
plosives aboard. The company thereby 
wantonly caused the death ot so many 
passengers. 
"According to the express report ot 
the submarine commander concerned, 
which is only confirmed by all other 
reports, there can be no doubt that 
the rapid sinking of the Lusitania was 
primarily due to an explosion of her 
cargo of ammunition caused by a tor- 
pedo. Otherwise there was all human 
possibility that the passengers would 
have been saved. 
"The imperial government hold the 
facts recited to be ot sufficient im- 
portance to recommend them to care- 
ful examination by the American gov- 
ernment. 
The imperial government 
begs to reserve final statements of its 
position with regard to the demands 
in connection with the sinking of the 
Lusitania 
until a reply is received 
from the American government, and 
believes it should recall here that it 
took note with satisfaction of the pro- 
posals of good offices submitted by the 
American government to Berlin and 
London with a view of paving the way 
for conduct of the maritime war be- 
tween 
Germany and Great Britaia. 
The 
imperial government furnished 
at that time ample evidence of its 
good will by its willingness to con- 
sider these proposals. The realization 
of these proposals failed on account 
of their rejection by Great Britain." 


GULFLIGHT ATTACK 'MISTAKE' 


Commander of Submarine Did Not See 


American Flag In Time. 


Ambassador Gerard, at Berlin, xhas 


been formally notified that the Ameri- 
can steamship Gulflight was attacked 
tthrough a mistake. 


The German submarine commander 


reported that he failed to notice the 
Gulflight's American flag and took her 
for a British vessel. 


The state department's announce- 


ment says- 


"The American ambassador at Ber- 


lin reports that the chief of the ad- 
miralty staff, Admiral Behnke, has in- 
formed him that the commander of 
the submarine which 
attacked the 


Gulflight did so through mistake, be- 
cause 
two trawlers, one carrying 


wireless apparatus, was 
appa>ently 


convoying the Gulfiight. 


"The 
commander, therefore, sup- 


posed it a British boat, and did not 
notice the American flag on the stern 
until just after giving the order to 
fire." 


Austrian*, Short of Men, Are Unable

French Press Back German Line. 


Official dispatches from the front 


Increased the magnitude of the vic- 
tory won by me Russianb agaiuat the 
Austro-German forces in the region 
of Sieniawa, on the San river, north 
of Jaroslau, Galicia.

Fourteen guns and 7000 prisoners 


were taken by the Russians from the 
Teutonic allies, according to the offi- 
cial statement. 


The extraordinary expenditures of 


ammunition by the Germans in the 
fighting between Gorlice and Dunajec 
is described in an official note. This 
shows that 1500 guns were employed, 
mostly heavy pieces of medium cali- 
ber and 42-centimeter howitzers. 


During a four-hour bombardment on 


one occasion the Germans discharged 
about 700,000 projectiles, according to 
the statement, or double the quantity 
necessary for a six months' siege of 
a great and well provisioned fortress.

The Austrian forts in the Carnia 


mountains are being bombarded and 
Italian forces are 
threatening the 


Austrian defensive works in the Gail 
valley. 


A strong Italian detachment sup- 


ported by mountain howitzers has ad- 
vanced along the Valentina valley and 
laid siege to Malborghetto, in the 
Fella valley, about ten miles inside 
the Austrian frontier. 


Farther to the south 
the 
Italian 


army which is pushing through the 
Raccolana valley is threatening the 
Praedil pass, about 
eighteen miles 


northwest of Caporetto, 3795 feet high 
and held by strong Austrian forts de- 
fended with heavy guns. 


The Austrians are apparently mak- 


ing only an ineffectual resistance to 
the Italian advance. It is believed that 
Austria has been unable to spare any 
men from the eastern theater of war 
to defend the Tyrol passes and that 
most of her troopsin that region are 
concentrated in Trent for the defense 
of the capital of that part of "Italia 
Irredenta."
